THE  following-  calculations  are  formed  on  a  fup- 
pofition,  that  on  an  average,  people  do  not 
become  incapable  of  fupportmg  themfelves, 

until  they  are  60  years  of  age - that  of  io  negroes 

fet  free  at  2 1  years  of  age,  6  of  them  die  before  they 

exceed  their  60th  year - that  the  remaining  4  live 

to  the  age  of  72  years - that  only  one  fourth  part  of 

thefe  furvivors  ever  become  a  publick  charge - and 

that  for  the  laft  12  years,  the  fum  of  10  per  annum 
will  be  fufficient  for  his  or  her  maintenance. 

That  we  may  be  much  wi thirl  bounds,  we  have 
allowed  that  more  than  nine  Negroes  out  of  the  feveniy 
may  become  chargeable,  though  among  the  whites  we 
find  that  not  one  in  fifty  of  thole  who  depend  on  their 
labour  for  fubfiftence,  are  fupported  by  the  publick.

N.  B.  The  calculations  arc  all  formed  on  tables, 
*  made^rom  the  Breflau  bills  of  mortality,  by  the  very 
ingenious  and  judicious  Dr.  Edmund  Halley,  which 
are  in  fuch  repute,  as  to  be  univerfally  ufed  in  valuing 
annuities  on  lives,  and  all  other  purpofes  of  that  na¬ 
ture,  to  which  they  arc  adapted.  For  inftance,  it  is 
found  by  thofe  bills,  that  of  592  perfons.  of  the  age  of 
21  years,  only  242  perfons  were  living  39  years  after¬ 
wards,  viz.  at  the  age  of  60  years.  Ihus.  for  our 
prefent  purpofe  we  fay,  if  592  perfons  aged  21  years, 
only  leave  242  perfons  alive  at  the  age  of  60  years  ; 
how  many  will  10  perfons  of  the  age  of  21  years,  leave 
alive  at  6,0  years  of  age  ?  The  anfwer  is  4,  agreeable 
to  our  calculations,

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This  account  is  ftated  with  as  much  accuracy  as 
was  poffible,  without  introducing  fractions,  which 
would  have  multiplied  figures  to  little  purpofe.  When 
they  did  occur  in  the  tables,  the  neareft  whole  number 
was  ufed,  and  as  that  method  is  itriftly  obferved, 
both  in  the  debits  and  credits,  it  is  prefumed  any  inac¬ 
curacy  arifing  from  it,  muft  be  immaterial. 

If  i os.  is  paid  to  the  overfeers  of  the  poor,  on  the 
manumiffion,  for  every  year  the  Have  hath  exceeded 
21,  it  is  found  that,  although  there  is  allowed  for  the 
maintenance  of  every  one  becoming  chargeable,  four 
times  as  much  as  thePennfylvania  law  requires,  there 
ftill  remains  in  favour  of  the  publick,  a  balance  of  £.  1 150, 
exclufive  of  ^.431  15s.  which  is  the  amount  of  the 
taxes  that  would  be  paid  by  them,  before  they  attained 
the  age  of  60  years  :  after  which  age,  it  is  allowed, 
that  thofe  who  come  to  want  affiflance  fhould  be  whol¬ 
ly  maintained,  when  probably  they  might  want  but  lit - 
tie  affiflance  for  fome  years  afterwards. - In  the  cal¬ 

culation  of  the  taxes  no. account  is  made  of  the  pro¬ 
bability  of  feveral  of  them  acquiring  fuch  eflates,  or 
following  fuch  trades,  as  would  be  fubjeft  to  much 
higher  taxes  ;  but  every  one  of  them  is  reckoned 

among  the  very  lozvcjl  of  the  taxables. - In  calculating 

the  intereft  on  the  depofit  money,  it  is  carried  to  66 
years  ;  becaufe  the  expence  of  a  maintenance  begin¬ 
ning  at  60,  and  ending  at  72,  brings  it  on  an  average 
to  66.  It  may  be  obferved  that  the  intereft  carried  to 
the  credit  of  the  account,  might  with  great  juftice  be 
much  increafed :  For  inftance,  40  years  intereft  on  £.2,  c;, 
only  amounts  to  £.60,  (as  ftated  in  the  account) 
whereas  it  is  highly  reafonable,  that  when  £,  25  has 
doubled  itfelf,  which  it  will  do  in  16  years  and  2  thirds 
of  a  year,  at  6  per  cent  per  annum,  the  intereft  on  the 
doubled  fum,  to  wit,  £.  fhould  thereafter  com¬ 
mence  as  on  a  principal  fum,  which  will  again  be  dou¬ 
bled 
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bled  in  16  years  and  2  thirds  of  a  year,  and  then  amount 
to  ^  1 00,  01  \  Inch  intei  elf  again  reckoned  for  6  years 
and  2  thirds  of  a  year  longer  (being  in  the  whole  40 


years)  is  £ .  40  more,  or  £ .  1 40  total  ;  which  fum  may 
be  juftly  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  account,  inftead 
of  the  £.85,  which  is  carried  out.  For  this  reafon 
no  lefs  than  the  fum  of  £.255  fhould  be  yet  added  to 
the  balance  as  hated.  Had  the  calculation  been  made 
on  an  allowance  of  compound  interefl,  in  which  money 
(at  the  fame  rate)  doubles  itfelf  in  lefs  than  12  years, 
the  balance  would  have  been  ftill  much  increafed  y  but 
that  method  is  rejected,  as  what  many  might  difapprove, 
although  from  what  follows,  it  will  appear,  that  monies 
put  out  on  interefl  in  the  common  way,  cannot  with 
near  lo  much  propriety,  be  entitled  to  compound  inte¬ 
refl,  as  in  this  inftance,  where  the  money  is  in  conflant 
circulation.  Now,  that  all  the  monies  depofited  on 
manumiflion  will  be  fecure  and  conjlantly  in  ufe,  and 
therefore  entitled  to  interefl,  is  evident  when  it  is  con- 
fidered,  that  the  fums  fo  depofited,  are  paid  for  the  im¬ 
mediate  ufe  of  the  poor  :  For,  if  ^.25  be  paid  on  the 
manumillion  of  10  negroes,  aged  26  years,  in  any 
t^nfhip,  fo  much  lefs  than  the  ulual  poor  tax ,  will  be 
qplcollecled  from  the  inhabitants  of  that  townfhip;  there¬ 
fore  each  taxable  retains  in  his  own  hands  his  proporti¬ 
onable  part  of  the  laid  £.  25,  and  fo  will  continue  to 
do,  in  all  probability,  for  34  years  ;  at  which  period  it

that  the  publick  receives  £-5  §  i  1 5s.  more  than  it 
pays  for  70  negroes  manumitted  ;  and  that  if  we  admit 
a  more  equitable  way  of  reckoning  the  intereft,  we 
muff  add  to  that  balance  jf.255  more,  which  would 
make  it  £.

Then  to  fhew  what  the  annual  fum,  tofecure  the  pub-

If  either  the  premifes  here  laid  down,  or  the  infer¬ 
ences  made  therefrom,  fhould  be  found  wrong,  it 
would  be  efteemed  a  fervice  done  to  the  caufe  of  Li¬ 
berty,  to  have  the  errors  pointed  out  in  one  of  the 
publick  papers  ;  for  though  an  indulgence  is  wifhed  to 
be  granted  to  fuch  as  are  confcientioufly  fcrupulous 
of  holding  their  fellow-creatures  in  perpetual  bondage ; 
it  is  reafonable  that  the  publick,  at  the  fame  time, 
fhould  be  cautioufly  guarded  againft  any  injurious 
confequences.
